Further objections by interested parties to 
the employés’ superannuation scheme of the 
Great Southern Railways Company were 
heard by Judge O’Brien presiding at a sit- 
ting of the Railway Tribunal at the Four 
Courts, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C.; Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., 
and Mr. Healy (instructed by Messrs. J. J.. 
McDonald) appeared for the G.S.R.; Mr. G. 
Gavan Duffy, K.C. (instructed by Mr. Joseph 
(;leeson) for the N.U.R.; Mr. W. H. Carson, 
R.C. (instructed by Messrs. Hayes and Sons) 
represented the A.S.L.E. and F.; and Mr. 
Alex Lynn (instructed by Mr. J. F. Mur- 
tagh) for the Federation of Irish Rail and 
Road Workers. 

Mr. C. H. L, Brown, consulting actuary 
of Messrs. Watson and Sons, Empire House, 
St. Martin’s le Grand, London, in evidence 
on behalf of the N.U.R., said he had 
examined the scheme put forward by the rail- 
way company. A fundamental consideration 

framing a table of contributions and 
henefits was the rate of interest to be em- 
ploved in the calculations. He noted that a 
rate of three and a half per cent. had been 
used. That rate would be appropriate for 
a scheme to be set up in England. It was 
a matter for discussion whether it was not 
unduly low in Ireland. He suggested that, 
if in any financial year the fund in the hands 
of the trustees had not, as a whole, produced 
a net income equal to.the rate of 5 per 
cent. per annum, free of income. tax, on the 
mean amount of the fund (the mean between 
the amounts at the beginning and at the end 
of the year including cash on hand in each 
case), then the deficiency should be made 
good by the company. 

The effect, said the witness, would be to 
reduce substantially the rate of contributions 
or, alternatively, to increase the benefits. 

The scheme seemed to give too much at- 
tention to the rate of contribution which the 
older men reasonably could be expected to 
pay. Jt should be optional to the members 
to subscribe to the fund for multiples of the 
present scale. In this case there would be 
larger benefits for larger contributions. 

[In establishing a superannuation scheme 
there was always a difficulty in regard to 
older members, and it was usual for the 
eompany to shoulder an additional responsi- 
bility in respect of. them 

The cost of pensions under the ez gratia 
scheme for employés now under the age cf 
55 must be considerable, but under the 
statutory scheme such members would, in 
¥utnre, contribute towards their pensions. 


FUNDING. 

Tt was possible, however, that, by funding 
the whole of the liabilities and spreading 
them over a comparatively Jong period, the 
resultant call upon the company might be 
reduced during the earlier years, and the 
charge upon the revenue of the company 
would be much more evenly distributed over 
a period of thirty or forty years. 

[it appeared desirable that provision should 
he made to refund to any member who left 
the company’s service the whole of his con- 
tributions, together with accrued compound 
interest at ó per cent. 

He considered it undesirable that the small 
number of officials who, it was proposed, 
should become members of the scheme under 
pension arrangements somewhat similar to 
those appertaining in the Railway Clearing 
Svstem Fund, should be included in the 
scheme applicable to wage grades, It might 
throw a considerable strain on the fund, 
which was supported almost entirely by the 
contributions of the wages grades and of the 
company in respect of them, 

Cross-examined by. Mr. Phelps, the witness 
said that the company should take into its 
own hands the pensioning of the salaried 
officials. It would be unfair to allow higher 
salaried officials to be included in a scheme 
which, in the main, was for the wages grades, 

Mr. A. C. Morphy, supervisor of the Life 
and Pension Department in the Sun Life of 
Canada Insurance Co., in evidence on behalf 
of the company, said that both Mr. Ruddle 
and himself looked upon the scheme as a 
small investment trust, which must remain 
solvent. In regard to the —— of rate, 
he said that he thought they had erred on the 
conservative side, but that fact would be to 
the advantage of the employés. The scheme 
would secure that future generations, or those 
persons now aged 15 or 16, when they retired 
at 65. would not receive reduced pensions 
owing to the insolvency of the fund. i 

Mr. P. F. Sheehan, one oí the assessors, said 
that it seemed to him that they could, with 
heiler advantage, approach the question after 
the directors of the company had confided their 
intentions to the tribunal in regard to the 
rate of interest and as to how the fund was 
going to be employed. 


TERMS. 


Mr. Phelps said that it was a matter for 
ihe committee and the trustees as to the way 
the money was to be invested. The company 
would be delighted to receive it and use it 
profitably. The real pith of the question 
was to discover what would be the terms on 
which the company would employ the money. 
"That matter had not yet been discussed with 
the directors. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy suggested that a con- 
ference between the actuaries, counsel and 
rompany’s representatives should be arranged 
with a view to arriving at a definite agree- 
ment on the financial aspect. 

Judge O’Brien said that the directors 
should be able to tell them what was the 
olicy in regard to interest, guarantee and 
security for the men’s money. 

Mr. Sheehan said that the type of infor- 
mation required by the Court was a sate- 
ment from the company showing what por- 
tion of the funds of the scheme it could with 
advantage to itself employ; the terms on 
which they would employ that capital; the 
security as to income; the purposes it pro- 
posed for the funds employed in their in- 
dustry; and any proposition that might be 
made regarding the permanency of the in- 
vestment if invested in their securities. 
Assuming that the company was going to 
issue debentures, at what rate was it pro- 

osed to issue them? Was the rate to vary’ 
f they were to be redeemable, what would 
be the terms of option? 

Mr. Carson suggested that there should be 
an adjournment for about three weeks. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that, if they came 
to an agreement on the financial issue, he 
believed that they could decide more easily 
the other matters in the scheme. 

lt was arranged that conferences should 
take place hetween the parties concerned, and 
the Fribunal adjourned until Wednesday,

Cuckoos on Aran. 


The sense of rocky desolation suggested 
by Mr. Robert Flaherty’s magnificent 
‘“ Man of Aran,” seems hardly consistent 
with the presence of the cuckoo, which is 
usually thought of as a woodland bird; 


Whitty, in which a cuckoo fought for a 
quarter of an hour with a pipit who re- 
fused to let her deposit her egg in its nest. 
Eventually»the struggle was brought to 
an end by the intervention of a setter dog, 
who put both parties to flight. 


Caille as Currency. 


I suppose the rearing of cattle must 
have been one of the earliest forms of 
human activity in Ireland. According to 
the late Dr. Joyce, cows formed one of the 
principal articles of wealth among the 
ancient Irish. They were, indeed, the 
standard of value or currency, and prices, 
wages and marriage portions were esti- 
mated in cows. In later times, a cow 
was. considered the equivalent of an ounce 
of gold. Where rights of grazing were 
concerned, thé cow was taken as a unit, 
and the following classification existed 
accerding tolaw :+-Two geese’ were equal to 
one sheep, two sheep to a yearling heifer, 
two yearling heifers to a two-year-old 
heifer, and two two-year-old heifers to one 
cow.  Ít is still customary, in estimating 
the value of a farm, to take imto considera- 
tion the number of cattle which are, or 
can be, stocked on it, and if the soil of 
Ireland has been eonsidered suitable for 
this purpose from the most remote ages, 
there must have been a sound reason for 
the practice of our ancestors. A recent 
scientific convention, which had under 
consideration the agricultural resources of 
Europe, stated that the land of the British 
Isles was definitely more suite . to animal 
husbandry than to any other form of agri- 
cultural activity. In these circumstances 
it is doubtful whether the new kind of 
farming will produce as much wealth as 
the old. Furthermore, if the object of 
recent agricultural policy is to produce 
cattle only for the home market, it would 
be interesting to learn why the price of 
meat in Dublin is higher in many a 
butcher's shop than at any time since the 


| European War. 


A Decaying Fashion. 


I think there is more pleasurable ex- 
citement to be found in Dublin on a fine 
Saturday morning, when people are look- 
ing forward to the coming week-end, than 
at any other time. On such an occasion 
recently it occurred to me to inquire in 
what respect the hurrying crowds differed 
from those of thirty years ago. Of course, 
feminine fashions have greatly changed, 
while among men the main differences 
would appear to be the presence of the 
garment known as “ plus-fours”’ and the 
absence of hats and walking-sticks. Old 
men still carry sticks as a Means of sup- 
port, but the dignity which the sword, 
blackthorn or malacca was supposed to 
confer is no longer appreciated by the 
young. Probably the mse of the motor 
car had a good deal to do with the dis- 
carding of  walking-sticks. In the 
eighteenth century the “ nice ‘conduct of 
a clonded cane” was said to be indis- 
pensable to the education of a man about 
town, and doctors carried tall sticks with 
receptacles which contained snuff or some 
other alleged disinfectant. After men 
ceased to wear swords, the walking-stick 
was carried as a means of defence against 
the foot-pads who infested the highways 
during the early part of the nineteenth 
century. Its most effective use yas not 
the cut or slash, but a lightning thrust 
delivered to the solar plexus, which put 
the enemy immediately out of action.

O'Connor, 
solicitor to the Attorney-General) prosecuted, 
and Mr. Cecil Lav ‘K.C., and Mr. Patrick 
McGilligan (instructed by Mr. P. F, 
O'Reilly) defended. ; 

Captain Hughes was cross-examined by Mr. 
Maguire about his career before he joined the 
Army in 1922, and said that he had been in 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police for about two 
and a half years, and before that he was a 
wireless operator in the Marconi Company. 
He was trained as a wireless operator at 
Caherciveen, and afterwards at the Marconi 
College in London, big ; 

Captain Hughes, answering Mr. ire, 
said that he was familiar with the Morge | 
code and that on occasions he did detective

DETECTIVE FORCE. 


Did you discuss the detective force position 
at the Castle with him ?—I have no recollec- 
tion of having discussed anything like that 
with him on that occasion. MacNamara con- 
fined himself to saying that there were big 
ehanges since we last met, for the worst; that 
there was nothing but pimping and spying, 
and that the job he was in had gone to hell; 
that. he was shoved down from some job to 
protection duty because he was distrusted for 
standing ‘loyally behind the old Government, 
amd that it was believed he had sympathies 
towards the Blue Shirts. 

Assuming that you wanted information, 
would not your experience as an intelligence 
oficer have told you that he was just the 
type of officer whom you might like to pump 
and get information from ?—Certainly, 

During the four years you are at the Mid- 
land. Hotel you never before invited him 
there 7—I did not see him to invite him, and 
when he came along looking for his invitation 
he got it. - 

You gave the invitation’—When the in- 
vitation was forced. 

When Mr. Maguire referred to the interro- 
ation of the witness by Chief Superintendent 
Voods, Captain Hughes said that questions 
were pelted at him lie snowballs. At tha; 
time he did not recollect the name of the 
person who told him that MacNamara wanted 
to see him. 


Mr. Maguire—Do you say now that you 


were interrogated unfairly, apart from the 
hour?—I have not complained about the 
hour. I am quite prepared to submit to in- 
terrogation by any member of the Garda, but 
I entirely object to questions being pelted at 
me like snowballs in the middle of the night. 

You. objected to the interrogation ?—I did 
not object, but I might have made mistakes 
under the circumstances. 

Did you say to MacNamara that there was 
money in the job?—Well, if I did say it 1 

uld not deserve such an honourable place 

Arbour Hill. I should be locked up in 
Grangegorman. 

Of course, if you said it in your own pri- 
vate home or room you would not deserve to 
he locked up in Grangegorman ?—No, I would 
not. 

Replying to further questions by Mr. 
Maguire, Captain Hughes said that there was 
another detective officer with MacNamara in 
the hall of the premises of Messrs. Bass, 
Ratcliff and Gretton on the occasion when 
witness met. MacNamara in O'Connell street. 

“ That other detective officer,’’ said Cap- 
tain Hughes, “should be here to prove that 
MacNamara came out of the hall when I was 
abreast of the premises.”’ 

Mr. Maguire—You could have brought him 
here. Why was not this mentioned to Mac- 
Namara ?—I do not know. 

Was this . detective-officer with you and 
MacNamara during the conversation ?—He 
was not within earshot reach of us. 

About what time of the day was this con- 
versation in O’Connell street’—I could not 
answer, 3 

You disagree with MacNamara’s account of 
that interview ’—I certainly do. 

Having gone through the evidence of 
Detective-Officer MacNamara bearing on 
interviews which he said he had had with 
the witness, Mr. Maguire questioned Captain 
Hughes on it. 


“A FRAME-UP.” 


“It is all a frame-up,’’ declared Captain 
Hughes heatedly. “It is all manufactured: 
all false. MacNamara has perjured himself 
It is _perjury—absolutely.”’ 

Replying to further questions, he said 
that MacNamara was not: an unwelcome 
visitor at the hotel; “but,” he added, "I 
never welcomed him.” He remarked that 
MacNamara had ordered drinks at the hotel 
and did not pay for them. 

Mr. Maguire—Did MacNamara make any 
improper suggestion to you on the llth or 
13th of April about selling information ?—He 
did; he said it in a rather casual kind of 
way—that he could approach a clerk, who 
was the Chief Commissioner's right-hand 
man or confidential clerk, for the purpose 
of acquiring documents or information. 

That suggestion was made on the 13th ?’— 
It certainly was, and 1 came to the conclusion 
that he was trying to pump me. 

Was not it criminal for a police officer to 
offer to give you’ information ’—It. certainly 
was. 

Was not it your duty as a servant of the 
State to report that to MacNamara’s superior 
officer ’—It would be my duty to report it if 
MacNamara proceeded further. | 

You think you should have waited until 
the offence was completed?—Yes. ~

MacNamara had actually brought some police 


or secret documents to you that you would | 


consideration that he was arrested.

Gunning told you toreport the matter. Did 
not you make a mistake about not reporting it 
on the 13th ?—What would I report ! 

According to your evidence to me, Mac- 
Namara on the 13th made a corrupt proposal 
to attempt to get information from a clerk ’— 
He mentioned information, but did not men- 
tion a document on that date. 

Then what had you to fear from Mac- 
Namara? What were you afraid of ?—I had 
nothing at all to fear from. MacNamara, 
because I had done nothing. 

Then why did you rush to the conclusion 
that MacNamara had made up some cock-and- 
bull story “about you’—I could think of 
nothing I was guilty of except something in 
connection with MacNamara, 

Captain Hughes added that he linked Mac 
Namara up with his arrest and with the 
offence charged against him. He was asked 
‘umpteen ’’ questions about the document in 
the case and answered them all. He thought 
it was absurd to be " put through the third 
degree’ about a document that he knew 
nothing about. 

Asked why he did not tell the Chief 
Superintendent the whole story of what had

Asked by Mr. Maguire if the conversations | 


between MacNamara and him were only idle 
gossip, why he had retired to a private room 
with MacNamara and “ poured drink into 
him,” Captain Hughes replied: “ He forced 
himself upon me and pestered me. His talk 
about the drink is grossly exaggerated.’ 
MacNamara always expressed a desire to go 
into a private room, he added. 

Replying to further questions by Mr. 
Maguire, eoin Hughes agreed that he re- 
fused to sign hiv name to the statement made 
to the Chief Superintendent. He added that 
he was asked to make the statement under 
abnormal conditions, the questions - being 
pelted at him like snowballs. Some of the 
questions were abou. men; dates, etc., and to 
these one was liable to give answers that 
might be wrong.

NATIONAL TRADE LOSSES. 

Mr. VINCENT RICE (U.L, Dublin N.) 
said that the trade statistics published by 
the Minister’s own Department proved that 
the national trade had fallen ¢ from 
£85.000.000 to £56,000,000 during the two 
years that Fianna Fail kad been in office. 
The Minister said that he had put 20,000 
people into employment, but he said nothing 
about those he had put out of employment. 
When Fianna Fail came into office there were 
about 30,000 unemployed. The Minister said 
that these figures were misleading; that the 
people did not bother to register. Presumably 
they did not register when they hoped that 
Fianna Fail was going to put 84,000 people 
into employment, yet at the end of Fianna 
Fail’s first year of office the registered un- 


employment figures had doubled, and now, 


were about 100,000,

THE “SWEAT SHOPS.”’ 

Mr. RICE quoted from Mr. Norton’s speech 
about the Minister last week, and said that 
the United Ireland deputies in Dublin could 
bear out his words about *“‘ sweat shops, as 
they were continually hearing complaints from 
persons forced to work in these factories for 
6s. or 7s. a week, but would not allow their 
cases to be stated in the Dail for fear of 
losing even that miserable pittance. 

Mr. LEMASS—Does the deputy explain to 
these people that they are working under the 
same Factory Acts that were in force uader 
Cumann na nGaedheal”? 

Mr. RICE said that those conditions did 
not exist under Cumann na nGaedheal, and 
would not be tolerated by them. 

Mr. LEMASS—What power had they to 
deal with them? 

Mr. RICE—If those conditions had sprung 
up then they would have been very quickly 
dealt with. 

Mr. LEMASS said that he did not know 
where those conditions existed. Deputy 
Norton had not furnished any particulars. 

Mr. RICE said that the Minister was very 

innocent, and he preferred to accept Deputy 
Norton’s assurance, that he had given the 
particulars. It was an amazing attitude for 
the responsible Minister to take up, to say 
that he was unaware of these circumstances, 
which were well known to the ordinary man 
im the street in Dublin. 
Was it a fact that in Thurles not a single 
person who was not a supporter of Fianna 
Fail was employed on the State-subsidised 
work ? 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, asked what State-subsidised 
works were being carried on at Thurles. 
Those works referred to were not subsidised, 
as the Government had no control over em- 
ployment in them. eae ; 

Mr. RICE—They are State-subsidised in 
the sense that this country has to pay for 
them. i

Dealing witn iteins in the estimate, he 
commented on the fact that they had in- 
creased their subscription to the International 


because their national dignity demanded 
they should not join in one subscription with 
the British Government. There was also an 
increase in the contributions towards the 
Imperial Economic Committee and the 
Imperial Shipping Committee, which showed 
that they were spending more money on 
Imperial co-operation, and at the same time 
were paying a separate contribution to the 
International Commission on Air Navigation. 
He said that he awaited with interest 
further information as to what was being 
attempted or had been accomplished with 
regard to markets for their export trade. Was 
regard being made to the actual trade interest 
of the country or were political conceptions 
being allowed to creep in? He had read in 
the newspapers rumours that something was 
contemplated about a new trade agreement 
with Germany: While he would be glad to 
see agreements increasing their trade connec- 
tions with any country, he would like to 
know whether this agreement with Germany 
was, in fact, about to be made because Ger- 
many had more to offer this country than 
Belgium, France or any other Continental 
country. If not, why was Germany being 
selected in preference to other countries? 
He did not agree with Deputy Kelly that 


every right-thinking man in the country 
should support the Governent’s protection 
policy. If high protection barriers were 


really a cure for unemployment, and really 
produced what the Minister had called a 
storm proof economic system, there was 
hardly a country in the entire world that 
would have had all the difficulties and 
2conomic storms they had experienced in the 
last few years. He would like Deputy Kelly 
and others to realise, when they of 
the Opposition were casting doubts on 
the high and undiscriminating protection 
policy of the Govrenment, that they 
were not doing so merely to find fault at 
all costs. The Government liad not made any 
epech-making discovery in bri to pro- 
tection. There had been plenty of it tried 
elsewhere, and the Opposition were perfectly 
entitled to look at what had been done in 
other countries and draw conclusions from it. 


A DISASTROUS POLICY. 

He did not propose to enter into a dis- 
quisition on capitalism, but it might be re- 
membered that when the present Government 
first came into office they said their policy 
would be to eficourage individual enterprise 
for the purpose of getting industries started 
all over the country. Apart from their 
general disastrous policy of bad relations 
with England, the economic war, and the 
political uncertainty created, he thought 
that the Government were justified in 
claiming that their attitude tows~’s indivi- 
duals who had saved money and wished to 
employ it to the benefit of the community 
had been encouraging and benevolent. At 
the same time it should not be forgotten 
that they shut their eyes to a great deal 
of speech-making, not merely by some allies 
in the ranks of the Labour Party, but to 
even more of the orations of some of their 
own supporters in the country and back- 
benchers, which took a line that would be 
definitely discouraging and alarming to any- 
body who wanted to take a chance from 
patriotic reasons, or even from. motives of 
pure gain, to get some industry or other 
started or enlarged. 

He thought that the Government should 
make more attempts than they did from time 
to time to keep their supporters’ minds 
clearer as fo what Government policy really 
was, and to make it plain that the Govern- 
ment were not aiming—if they were not 
aiming—at gradually guiding this country 
away from the policy of individual enter- 
prise into a policy of State socialism of 
something bordering on Communism. 


CONDITIONS IN INDUSTRY. 

Mr. CORISH (Labour, Wexford) asked the 
Minister when it was proposed to take cognis- 
ance of the findings of the Commission on 
Ports ani Harbours. Small harbours were 
suffering considerably, one of the reasons 
being ‘that they had an economic war. A great 
deal of coal now coming from Continental 
countries was being diverted to as water 
harbours. Small harbours were hardly able 
to keep on. 

There was no use shutting their eyes to the 
fact that there were industries in the coun- 
try receiving the protection of the Goveru- 
ment, backed by the people, in which con- 
ditions existed which, to say the least of it, 
should not exist. In Wexford the firm of 
Pierce had bee» rightly afforded protection, 
but there was an undue proportion of juvenile 
labour employed by that firm. Boys were 
employed at from 7s. to 8s. a week. They 
started about the age of 15 years, and after 
about two years, when they ought to be get- 


ting more wages. they were thrown on the 
roadside. He suggested that the Minister 


should hold an inquiry into the proportion | 


of juvenile labour employed. He knew of an- 
other factory where men were paid from 12s. 
to 25s. a week, One would prefer to see the 
tariff wall removed, so that dock labourers 
or somebody would get a decent wage. In 
a great many cases there was no doubt that 
the complaints made by Deputy Norton had 
been absolutely justified. 


STATE BOOK-KEEPING. 

Mr. BELTON. (U.I., Dublin) said that 
the purchasing power of agriculture was vital 
to industrial development. If that pur- 
chasing power were destroyed there would be 
no market tor the products of the industries 
which the Minister was fostering. 

He would like the Minister to inform the 
Honse if, in his Department, a record was 
kept the amounts collected by the British 
from the special duties imposed on Free 
State produce, in order to ensure that whe 
they met the British Government they could 
say “you have collected so much from us: 
there are the books.”

At the moment every- 
thing was tending towards centralisation in 
Dublin, Cork, Waterford and Limerick.

HIGH BUILDING COSTS. 

Resuming his speech at half-past seven, Mr. 
MINCH said that, in view of the big attempts 
that were being made to establish industries 
in the Free State, those estimates should not 
be opposed with bitterness, and any criticism 
of them should be of a constructive character. 
_ Mr. COBURN (U.L, Louth) said that the 
increase in the estimate for the Department 
was owing to the fact that so many clerks 
had to be emploved. While he admitted that 
the examinations for clerkships had been 
carried out in accordance with the rules, he 
asked the Minister whether it was a fact 
that certain appointments in connection with 
the administration of the Unemployment 
Assistance Act had been made through 
Dublin and not through the local labour ex- 
em He suggested that the Minister 
should hasten slowly in the imposition of 
tariffs on building materials, especially those 
not produced here. Owing to such tariffs the 
cost of building in the Free Stdte had been 
much increased compared with building costs 
in England. Jt was an extraordinary state 
of affairs that the import of boots was on 
the increase rather than on the decrease, as 
shown in the Budget statement. He hoped 
that the Minister would push on with the 
erection of the industrial alcohol factory, so 
as to provide a market for potatoes.

MINISTER AND PRESS 
CRITICISM. 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, replying to the debate, said he 
thought the main attack of the Opposition 
would have been based upon the delay which 
had occurred in the establishment of certain 
industries which had been contemplated, or 
on the fact that other indastrics had not 
reached the point when they would be able 
to supply the needs of the country. Quite a 
number of the Opposition speeches, however, 
gave evidence of a mentality that regarded 
Irish industry as degraded and unclean, and 
that the policy of developing it was wrong 
and was something to be impeded, obstructed 
or, if possible, defeated. The main subject 
apon which members of the Opposition and 
certain members of the Labour Party spoke 
was on conditions which they alleged existed 


| and as ori inally framed occupied 450 pages. 
lt would be a comprehensive measure, and 
would codify all the existing legislation and 
would modernise it. Deputy Rice had com- 
pinines that factories could be set up in 

itchens, stables, etc., but that was the law 
as the present Government found it, and 
which the present Government would change. 
The Government was not open to criticism be- 
cause of that, but its predecessurs were. He 
did not think it was right that any factory 
should be set up in a basement, or that any fac- 
tory should have a main floor helow the level of 
the thoroughfare, or that one should be set 
up in a dwellinghouse. There would have to 
be very rigid conditions regulating the ven- 
tilation, heating, and cleanliness of all fac- 
tories 

Legis!ation controlling working hours was 
also to be expected. There was at the 
moment no legislation covering the working 
hours of a man. Certain legislation was, 
however, in operation affecting the workin 
hours of women and children; it was suc 
that it was niegal to employ a woman or 
child for more than twelve hours a day or 
more than sixty hours a week—that was the 
law as the Cumann na nGaedheal Government 
left it. When the Opposition, therefore, 
criticised the Government because women and 
children worked for sixty hours a week, his 
answer was that there was no power to sto 
it. A revision of the legislation to deal with 
that situation was in progress, 


CHILD LABOUR. 

Dealing with references to “ child labour,” 
Mr. Lemass said that there was only power 
to deal with it in certain industries in which 
employment was detrimental to their health. 
Broadly speaking, there were no powers to 
determine whether the persons employed in 
industry were men, women or children. He 
did not know if the Opposition deputies 
wanted to abolish the employment of young 


persons altogether. It was, of course, illega 


to employ anyone under fourteen years, 
and the law contemplated that after 
that age young persons would seek 
employment by way of apprenticeship. 


It might be that the school leaving age was 
too low. A Commission was at present con- 
sidering the measures which would follow the 
raising ot the schocl leaving age. That sub- 
ject had been considered in Great Britain, 
ut had not been proceeded with when they 
came to measure the cost and the difficulties. 
The raising of the age involved very heavy 
additional expenditure on education, on 
schools, on teachers, and was a serious step. 
There was nothing wrong in children of 
from fifteer. to seventeen years of age being 
engaged in industry, provided it was for the 
purpose oi learning some trade that would be 
@ source of earning power to them in after 
life. ° There was considerable objection, how- 
ever, to employing children exclusively and 
in blind alley occupations. 

He apn. that there might be undue 
emphasis placed in the fact that a number 
of young persons were employed in industry 
at present. Hz knew thet employers as a 
body liked to take on young persons when a 
new industry was being established. They 
were more easily trained than adult workers. 
The only objection to that practice would be, 
if it were continuous. 2s had been alleged 
in relation te Wexford, where it was stated 
young persons when they reached adult age 
were replaced by other young persons. 
Deputy Corish knew that an inquiry had 
been held and certain discussions had taken 
place, but the Government had no power 
even to make representations. He (the 
Minister) was very definitely of opinion that, 
particularly in industries of that sind, undue 
employment ot young persons was detrimental 
to the nationa. interests and would have to 
be stopped. 


THE REMEDIES. 
_The only two ways of remedying that situa- 
tion was by such a degree of regulation that 
it would be indistinguishable from what 
Deputy MacDermot called State Socialism, 
and by imposing by legislation such condi- 
tions of employment as would allow no ene 
firm to have a competitive advantage over 
another. There was at present no power to 
regulate wages, except in Trade Board trades, 
In regard to the factory trade, he intimated 


in Irish factories. He could easily under- 
stand the resentment which some of those 
speeches must have created in the minds of 
people associated with Irish industry—a 
resentment which found expression in the 
speech of Deputy Minch. While it was pos- 
sible that conditions in some of the factories 
were not what they ought to be, the attack 
should have been directed against those fac- 
tories, and not against Irish industry as a 
whole. 

The speeches of both Deputies Norton and 
Mulcahy were directed towards creating the 
idea that all Irish industry was a matter of 
“baby farms and sweat shops.” Their 
speeches were reported in the Press of both 
this and other countries. The deputies forgot 
that a number of Irish industries were 
engaged in an export trade, and, in 
so far as they did not distinguish the 
industries, it would be assumed that 
their remarks applied to all Irish industries. 
It had gone abroad that Irish industry as } 


In the first place, the statements made were 
obviously untrue when applied to Irish in-. 
dustry as a whole, and, even if they were 
true, they ought not to be made in such a 
manner as to leave any doubt in anyone s 
mind as to the firms to which the remarks 
were related. 


IRISH INDUSTRY. 
Deputy MacDermot had complained that 
Mr. Norton’s speech was reported on a bac! 
page of the /rish Press, but it was not on 
a Rock age of either the /rish Independent 
or the /rish Times, On the contrary, both 
of these newspapers gave it considerable 
publicity and gave leading articles on the 
subject. It was not fair to the people who 
invested capital in Irish industry that those 
statements should be made about Irish in- 
dustry. Neither the /rish /ndependent nor 
the /rish Times had attempted to relate 
Deputy Norton’s remarks to any particular 
industry or firm—no doubt, they would have 
lost advertising revenue if they did. Manv

As to wheaten flour, the import value in 1951 
was £1,700,000, and it was hoped that this 
year it would disappear altogether. ‘The 
valne of oat products imported in 1931 was 
£90,000, and im 1933 £70,000. Miscellaneous 
articles of food, which in 1931 amounted to 
£2,000,000, had in 1933 been halved, and it 
was hoped that when the new sugar factories 
came into operation this would practically 
disappear. 

In regard to wearing pe seventy new 
factories of various kinds had been estab- 
lished, giving employment to 2,500, while the 
expansion of existing factories employed an 
additional 2,000. This did not include tailor- 
ing, dressmaking or millinery. The import 
value of A, excluding boots and shoes, 
in 1931 was £3,750,000, and in 1933 it was 
£2,000,000. In the case of boots and shoes, 
seven new factories had been established, and 
there was a proposal at present for the erec- 
tion of two more. Im the textile group, with 
the exception of two new plants for the manu- 
facture of ropes and twines, there was an 
additional employment of, roughly, 1,000 as 
compared with 1931. 


CLOTHING MATERIAL, 
In regard to clothing material, he said, 
they were of opinion there was room for 
six additional mills to produce a lower grade 


The uction of marble, which had been 
sto for many years, had been now re- 
commenced in two or three centres, and the 
possibility of regaining part of their export 
market examination. In connection 
with the marble, brick, slates, and. other 
quarried material, the Department would not 
be inclined to undertake State production. 


INDUSTRIAL ALCOHOL. 

Reference had been made to the production 
of industrial alcohol, He would like to 
emphasise that they were not starting an 
industry, but were starting an experiment, 
the purpose of which was to find out whether 
there were any special qualities in the climate 
or soil of this country which would enable 
the product to be produced in the Free State 
under more favourable circumstances than in 
other countries, They thought that the 
experiments would be successful, as they 
believed that the climate of this country 
would permit of a reduction of the cost of 
production as compared with that of other 
countries. It was wrong to Imagine that 
half a million gallons (the total production 
of the factory) of industrial alcohol could 
affect the quality of the 40,000,000 gallons 
of petrol consumed in this country annually. 
It was intended to establish two distilleries 
in North Louth and in the surrounding areas, 
because there potato-growing had been the 
mainstay of the people, and because the 
potatoes from that area were not sold in the 
hes 4 State owing to the prevalence of black 

ah. 

The peat scheme was progressing satis- 
factorily. The administration of the £20.000 
provided for the industry would be under the 
contro! of the Peat Marketing Board, consist- 
ing of the Chairman of the Agricultura! 
Ci adit Corporation, the director of the 
[.A.0.8., and an officer of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce. 

The Government had been so impartial in 
giving employment that they had made 
enemies among their-own supporters. 

In regard to the establishment for the 
manufacture of cement, the Minister said 
that they had almost completed an agreement 
with a well-known Continental firm for the 
establishment of a factory. A new board of 
directors. however, had been appointed, and 
the position was brought back to where they 
started. ‘hey were at present negotiating 
with a number of firms, and he hoped that 
within a month an agreement would be 
reached. 

They had considered various measures that 
would have to be taken to secure develop. 
ment of extensive anthracite coal resources at 
Shevaragh, County Tipperary, and experts 
were at present engaged in the preparation 
of a report on the area. 


PRICES COMMISSION. 

The criticism by the Opposition of the 
Prices Commission was due to a misunder- 
standing. ‘The Prices Commission was not 
concerned with individual sales by a par- 
ticular trader, but with the general investiga- 
tion of prices either of protected commodities 
or articles of common necessity. They had 
been engaged in the investigation of flour and 
wheat, and a report on the price of bread was 
being drafted. 

Replying to allegations of partiality in the 
selection of workers for the beet sugar factory 
at Tuam, he said that for every one letter 
received. by Deputy Broderick complaining 
that a Blue Shirt could not get a job he 
could produce ten letters from supporters o/ 
Fianna Fail complaining that they were not 
getting employment. The employment was 
made through the local exchanges at the 
discretion of the officers of the company or 
of the contractors. 

He had been asked about negotiating trade 
agreements, and his reply was that they had 
no objection politically to entering into trade 
relations with any country, and they had in 
fact been conducting discussions’ with 
practically every country from which different 
classes of goods were imported, and they had 
also been approached by other countries who 
were looking for something for nothing. 
(uite a number of countries sent goods to the 
Free State and what the Government here 
were trying to do was to utilise the market 


that a trade board would be in operation in , 


ways. On the boards of each of those news- 
papers there were railway directors, 
and at the present time negotiations 
were proceeding between the boards 
and the trade unions concerning those 
rates of wages.

“I am all for a policy of rising wages,”’ 
satd the Minister. ‘‘It was a disastrous 
mistake for this country when it embarked 
on a reduction of wage rates.”’ | 
Mr. BELTON (U.I.. Dublin, N.)—What 
about the Economies Bill? 

Mr, LEMASS, continuing, said he was 
delighted to learn from the Opposition that 
it was standing against a policy of low 
wages. It was a new development, because 
when they were a Government they not only 
set out to reduce the wage level for labourers, 
but even suppressed the Dublin Municipal 
Council when it refused to lower wages. He 
had no doubt that the late Government in 
adopting that policy was following the 
example of many other countries, a policy 
which was responsible for the world depres- 
sion which broke in 1929. 

“It we are to get out of that depression,” 
declared the Minister, '“we have to level up 
and ensure all-round increases in the purchas- 
ing power of the workers, who constitute by 
far the bulk of the population and spend 
on goods probably more than 75 per cent. of 
the total expenditure.” 

Mr. Lemass, continuing, said he was very 
pleased to learn that in. pursuing that policy 
the Government would have the support of 
the /rish Independent and the /rish Times. 
Of conrse, those newspapers might have 
decided that any stick was good enough to 
beat the Government, and, no matter what 
their personal views might be, they thought 
it a good thing to print in leaded type about 
‘baby farms and sweat shops’ without tak.

‘There were not many countries 
where the level of agricultural prices to day 
was better than those in the Free State. In 
most countries the prices were lower and 
it would hardly pay to export.

prices, but the Government here had mde 
arrangements which permitted the dtspeter 
of agricultural produce to Belgium, France, 
Germany, Spain and other countries. 


TRADE FIGURES. 
As to Deputy Rice’s reference to their 


‘trade and shipping figures these figures were

UNEMPLOYMENT 
ASSISTANCE. 


Moving a vote of £1,950,790 for unemploy- 
ment msurance and unemployment assistance, 
Mr. LEMASS said that there were appropria- 
tions in aid of $554,570, leaving a net vote 
of £1,396,220, which represented an increase 
of £1,203,129 on last year. due to the new 
Unemployment Assistance Bill. Salaries and 
wages showed an increase of £90,000, due to 
the substantial increase in the staff in the 
administration of the Act. While the amount 
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of the estimate for unemployment assistance | 


was £1,500,000, there was no data on which 
a reliable estimate of expenditure could be 
made. Up to date there had been, roughly, 
200,000 applications for qualification certiti- 
cates, but he did not want deputies to run 
away with the idea that that represented so 
many unemployed. Every person below the 
means level of the Act was entitled to a certi- 
ficate. Of the 200.000 applications, 60,000 had 
been issued to date. heir experience was 
that fifteen per cent. of the applicants ex- 
amined so far were not entitled to certificates, 
and less than half of these, who had received 
certificates had applied for assistance, show- 
ing that they either had work or had obtained 
work since. 

The number at present receiving unemploy- 
ment assistance was about 20,000, and tie 
total amount being paid out was between 
£10,000 and £11, a week. Certificates 
were being issued at the rate of 2,000 a day. 
In the administration of the Act an attempt 
was made to give first attention to those who 
showed in their applications that they had 
no means. In some districts there had been 
confusion and hardship, caused by the 
manner in which the local assistance authority 
either misinterpreted the law or ‘misunder- 
stood the manner in which it should be 
carried out. — This applied particularly to 
Cork, where the Assistance Board seemed to 
have got a very confused idea of the new 
situation, which could not possibly have 
entered into the mifids of anyone who had 


taken the troubl. of studying the nature of 


the legislation and the various speeches and 
explanations of it delivered by him when the 
Act was passing through the Oireachtas. On 
the other hand, the Dublin Board of Assist- 
ance, with commendable foresight, made pro- 
vision to meet the new situation, and was 
gradually reducing its expenditure on outdoor 
relief as the Act came into operation. 


THE WAITING PERIOD. 
Mr. ANTHONY (Indpt; Labour, Cork)

Mr. J. BRODERICK (U.I., Cork E.) said 
that the Minister had attributed certain 
cases of hardship to some Boards of Assist- 
ance not having made provision for the pay- 
ment of relief to able-bodied men until the 
Unemployment Assistance Act had come into 
force, but all Boards of Assistance had been 
under the impression that the Act would 
come into operation on the Ist April, while 
they had had to make their demands from 
the parent body in January. In such cases it 
was not the fault of the Boards of Assistance. 

Mr. KEYES (Lab., Limerick) said that 
the chaos in the issuing of certificates was 
largely due to the lack of planning for the 
administration of the Act.

Government introduced 
protective tariffs in order to encourage 
home manufactures ; but it never lost sight 
of the fact that any successful policy of 
economic development must have its roots 
in the land, and that the existence of the 
British market within a stone’s throw from 
our shores gave the Free State producer 
an enormous advantage over all his 
foreign competitors. 

Mr. Lemass and his colleagues have 
been trying to refashion the national 
economy, and, like all young men in a 
hurry, they have made bad blunders. We 
have not the least doubt of their 
sincerity; but they lack both knowledge 
and experience. Any first-year student 
of economics could tell them that a system 
that has been in operation for almost a 
century cannot be uprooted and replaced 
by another system overnight, Yet they 
have been ignoring the most elementary 
principles of economic science in their 
anxiety, at all costs, to justify them- 
selves to their supporters. They threw 
away the British market for cattle and 
dairy produce by their foolish challenge 
which brought about the 
economic war. Having cut off the Free 
State’s producers from their customers, 
they.then proceeded to distribute subsidies 
and bounties broadcast in an attempt to 
have things both Their whole 
economic policy has been preposterous, in 
the truest sense of the word; for they 
consistently have been putting the cart 
before the horse. They first levy a stiff 
tariff on an imported article; then they 
decide to start a factory to manufacture 
it. The result of this Gilbertian policy is 
that factories have been set up in a hurry, 
often on a very small scale, and that the

|, Are the “Free State's school-children 


‘‘ sweated’’? “The conference which met 
yesterday under the auspices. of the 
Women’s National Health Association 
contends that their school life is attended 
with positive perils, of which the half- 
hour break at mid-day is the chief. In 
England, France and other countries the 
school day is divided into two sessions, a 
morning and an afternoon session, with a 
two-hour break in the middle. During 
those two hours the child—at least in a 
city school—is able to go home for a 
proper meal, and comes back, refreshed in 
body and mind, to face the rigours of the 
afternoon, The Free State school-child, 
on the other hand, attends his classes 
from 9 or 9.30 o'clock until 12.50; when 
the bell rings for recess he bolts a hasty 
lunch of bread and jam from his satchel, 
rushes off to enjoy what is left of the 
half-hour in the playground, and then 
returns to class, tired and dissatisfied. 
Before school ends at 3 o’clock or there- 
abouts he is worn out, listless and in- 
capable of learning anything properly. 
The conference built up a powerful case 
against this system, and passed a resolu- 
tion in favour of the British practice, 
which also prevails in most schools of 
Northern Ireland. There is little question 
that, if the evidence of doctors were 
taken, it would argue strongly against the 


half-hour recess; but whether any reform 
can be made, in the present condition of 
the Saorstdt’s educational programme, is

A Topsy Turvy World. 


What a queer world we live in! 
Speaking of the recent negotiations of the 
Wheat Advisory Committee, the Daily 
Telegraph says:—‘‘In the event of a 
breakdown, only an act of God, resulting 
in destruction of crops over a wide area in 
Europe, could avert a collapse in the wheat 
market.” This paradoxical situation may 
arise unless the Argentine gives up her 
claim to a third of the total world market 
in wheat. An international arrangement 
last autumn fixed her share at twenty-four 
per cent., but since then she has harvested 
an exceptionally heavy crop. To give way 
to her new demands would penalise the 
other wheat-exporting countries, and, if 
the exports were increased all round, the 
price of wheat would be driven down to an 
uneconomic level. As it is,” nearly a 
thousand million bushels of wheat are 
being held off the market in a desperate 
effort to maintain the price. Thus a plenti- 
ful harvest has become a curse rather than 
a blessing, and, in a world where poverty 
and hunger are not yet extinct, we are 
hoping for ‘‘ the destruction of crops over 
a wide area.” This limitation in the 
supply of essential things is not confined 
to wheat. In the Free State we are doing 
our share by a wholesale massacre of 
calves, and half-a-million. sheep were 
destroyed recently in Chile. Only a few 
weeks ago the principal rubber-producing 
countries agreed that the only way to save 
the industry was to grow less rubber. In 
most cases, oc course, the trouble lies in 
the fact that greater supplies mean lower 
prices, and that, if the supplies increase 
beyond a certain limit, the producer will 
get no return for his labour. The present 
condition of affairs is patently absurd, but 
it is easier to “riticise than to suggest a 
means by which it can be amended. 


Man and the Machine. 


The fallibility of human judgment was 
shown recently at the British Games in 
London, when a new automatic timing 
device was used in several of the races. 
Worked by electricity, the machine is set 
in motion by the starter’s pistol, photo- 
graphs the race in slow motion, and records 
the time in hundredths of a second, On 
this occasion the events were judged also 
by the ordinary stop-watch method, and 
this was shown to be wrong in three par- 
ticulars. In a hurdles race the synchronised 
film revealed that the “ winner ” was in 
reality only second, while in the hundred 
yards it proved that the “third” 1 'n 
dead-heated for second place. Moreover, 
the winner’s time in the latter event was a 
tenth of a second more than the time 
recorded by the stop-watch. It is not sur- 
prising that there should have been a 
discrepancy. The human hand and eye, 
practised though they may become, never 
can be sure of absolute accuracy, and the 
machine’s word in such matters must be 
preferred to that of the soundest judge. 
Indeed, the unerring eye of the camera has 
been rather embarrassing on occasions. In 
a very important football match last year 
it proved that the “ winning goal ' came 
after the ball had passed out of play, and 
more than once it has contradicted the 
decisions of boxing referees. Probably it 
will be used in the future as the sole judge 
in important athletic fixtures, and we 
should imagine that the system could be 
applied to horse-racing also. There are 
sports, however, in which decisions have 
to be made immediately before the camera’s 
verdict can be obtained. In them tho

HEALTH OF THE 
CHILD. 
SCHOOL HOURS 

.. PROBLEM. 


URGENT PLEA FOR 
REFORM. | 


-— 


National Health Association, a con- 
ference was held yesterday afternoon 
in the offices of the Association, Ely place, 
Dublin, for the purpose of furthering a re- 
form of the school hours in the interests of 
the health of the school children of. Ireland. 
The Rev. Ambrose Coleman, O.P., Tallaght, 
presided. , : 

In the course of his address, the Chairman 
said that Medical Officers of Health had been 
urging reform from time to time, and there 
was a general agreement among the doctors 
that the present system of school hours was 
detrimenial to the health of. the children ; but 
nothing had been done. It ie ge an As- 
sociation like this, which had done most 
valuable work for thirty years for the health 
of the people, especially of the children of 
Ireland, and had reduced the rate of con- 
sumption, to take up the question of the re- 
form of the school hours, and bring about a 
real reform. In Ireland alone of all coun- 
tries, the interval allowed between the two 
daily school. sessions was only half a hour. 
Fven an hour’s interval would, be better than 
half an hour. 

In urban schools the interests of the 
majority of the children who belonged to the 
town should not be sacrificed to the interests 
of the country children who. attended them. 
The parents had complained of the shortness 
of the half-hour interval, and it was on these 
children that the short interval fell most 
heavily, It was in these children that mal- 
nutrition and the beginnings of nervous com- 
plaints were mostly to be feared. 

‘Another matter which should be taken up 
was the over-loaded programme. It was 
curious to note that while the workingman 
had been reducing his hours of work steadily 
for’ years, the work of the children 
had seen a steadv increase. The re 
sult was not real education, but cramming. 
Thousands of parents were dissatisfied with 
the present system, but so long as thev re- 
mained incividual units they could do nothing 
to change it for the better. 


PLEA FOR LEGISLATION, 

Dr. Mary O'Leary, school medical officer, 
agreed with the Chairman’s remarks, and 
said that malnutrition in the children was 
the consequence of the long fast they had to 
suffer, and when they reached home in the 
evening they were too tired to eat. If the 
parents of the children were not able to ray 
for a meal at school, the public authorities 
should provide for them. Children should 
have a decent, gcod, hot meal in the middle 
of the day, and legislation should be passed 
to arrange the school hours. The day ought 
to be divided int« two sessions, with an 
interval of two hours between them. The 
teachers were willing to fall in with such a 
rule, Some teachers went so far as to provide 
a good meal for the children at their own 
expense, 

Dr. Lea Wilson also urged the need for a 
long interval in the daily regime of the 
schools. 


DR. O’'CONNELL’S VIEWS. 
Dr. T. J. O'Connell (Irish National 
Teachers’ Association) said that the teachers 
did not stand in the way of any change that 
would he in the? interests of the children. 
It might be assumed that if a change were 
made in the school hours the evils complained 
of would disappear. He did not think that 
malnutrition was due te the system of school 
hours, but rather to the school buildings, the 
poor homes of the children, over-crowded and 
ill-ventilated as they, were. 

He did not think that a break in the schoo! 
hours would meet the Children, 
not only in rural areas, but also in 
Dublin-had to travel long distances from 
their homes to the school. The increasing 
traffic on the roads would be a danger to the 
children. Their mothers could hardly afford 
to escort them to and from twice a 
day, and the result would be that the attend- 
ance would not be as good as it is now. 
So far as the teachers’ organtsation was con- 
cerned, they had no definite policy in the

matter, except that whatever was thought to 
be in the interests of the children would be 
the policy of the teachers, as it always had 
been. 

The Rev, A. P. Armstrong, M.A, (Female 
Orphan School, North Circular road), said 
that in the North of Ireland the school day 
was divided into two sessions, and he saw no 
reason why it should not be so here. 

Mr. J. McKenna (Department of Education) 
said that, so far as the regulations were con- 
cerned, they were perfectly elastic: there 
could be a break of one and a half or two 
hours a day. 

Mrs. M. Cosgrave argued that there was 
no reason why what was being done in other 
places should not be done in Dublin. 

Dr. MeMahon, school medical officer, 
Carlow, said that the children in the primary 
schools in Ireland were overworked. 
programme was too heavy. 
gramme in Carlow was 15 to 20 
week, when 10 to 12 hours ought to be the 
rule. The teaching of the Christian doctrine, 
as well as drill, should be included in the 
school hours. 

Miss Janet Cunningham observed that it 
was no use teaching tired children. 

On the motion of Mrs. Cosgrave, it was 
resolved ‘“‘that, in the best interest of the 
education and health of the children, the 
break in the school day should be two hours.’’

The Prime Minister said this afternoon 
that the celebrations in connection with 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the King’s 
reign were under consideration, and that 
a statement would be made shortly.

These are regarded as thá 
main subjects likely to call for debate next 
year. 


The Betting Bill. 


Amendments to the Betting and Lotteries 
Bill are still pouring into the Vote Office 
of the House of Lords.

The Duke ol 
Atholl will move a new clause providinz 
that’ the betting provisions of the bill «do 
not apply to any aerodrome where aero.

altered before it reaches the Commons that 
the Government will have to consider 
whether it shall be proceeded with or with- 
drawn. 


Anglo-French Commerce. 


The trade negotiations between the 
British and French Governments will be 
resumed here to-morrow after a break ol 
several weeks, and the French delegation, 
composed of officials of the Foreign Office 
and of the Ministries of Commerce and 
Agriculture, are arriving in London this 
evening. It is hoped that better progress 
will be made than at the former meetings, 
but in official circles there is no great 
cheerfulness; for the French Government 
shows no disposition to change its quota 
system, which has had a marked effect 
on Britain’s trade. Attempts will be 
made by the Board of Trade to induce the 
delegation to recommend a change, but 
hitherto there has been no softening of the 
French attitude. The French silk in- 
dustry, however, has pressed for a resump- 
tion of the negotiations, and, if it is not 
possible to open a wider market for :ts 
products in this country, the industry 
hopes, at least, that an undertaking will 
be secured to the effect that there will be 
no further restrictions for a period ol 
years. $

““ We are prepared to co-operate in every 
practicable way in efforts to secure a 
general disarmament agreement, and thvrs 
help to promote the general peace and pro- 
gress of the world. 


U.S. AND PACT, 


** We are, furthermore, willing in connec- 
tion with the general Disarmament Conven- 
tion to negotiate a universal pact of non- 
aggression, and join with other nations in 
conferring on international problems grow- 
ing out of any treaty to which we are a 
party. 

“The United States will not, however, 
participate in European political negotia- 
tions and settlements, and will not make 
any commitment whatever to use its armed 
forces for the settlement of any dispute 
anywhere. 

“Surely, said Mr. Davis, “ no nation 
here represented wishes to take the respon- 
sibility for the failure of the Conference, 
or even the consequences of failure. 

““ Let us therefore go back to the stage 
in our negotiations where a general agree- 
ment was in sight—namely, to June 8th 
last year, when the British Draft Conven- 
tion was accepted by all the nations, in- 
cluding Germany, as a basis for a future 
Convention. If Germany desires a Dis- 
armament Convention, which surely must 
be the case, then I cannot easily believe 
she would not be willing to resume negotia- 
tions on a basis to which she previously 
agreed. 

M. Litvinoff, the Soviet Foreign Com- 
missar, rather surprised the General Com- 
mission by suggesting that the Conference 
should be transformed into a permanent 
body concerned to preserve by every 
possible means the security of all States 
and safeguard wniversal peace. 

In other words, he said he proposed that 
the Conference for the limitation and 
reduction of armaments should be trans- 
formed into a permanent and regularly 
assembling conference of peace. 


SCATHING REFERENCE. 


In the earlier stages M. Litvinoff was 
rather scathing about the position of the 
Conference, which, he said, had un- 
doubtedly failed. He said that there had 
not been a concrete decision or general 
formula upon which the delegations could 
agree on any single question raised 
at the Conference. In the matter of dis- 
armament, it appeared that no progress 
was possible. If the Soviet plan of 
universal disarmament had been origin- 
ally adopted they would not have been 
in the present difficult position. 

They must not close their eyes to facts, 
however unpleasant they might be. From 
these remarks it would seem logical to 
suggest that. the Conference should be 
closed down; but he was not in favour 
of this, because the Conference was not 
merely discussing the question of guaran- 
teeing peace. 

Independently of a more or less 
universal or European pact, .there might 
he concluded, in addition, regional pacts 
of mutual assistance, as proposed on a 
former occasion by the French delegation. 

‘“ We must not create universal pacts 
which would exclude any State wishing to 
participate, or such regional pacts as 
would not admit all those interested in 
the security of the particular region con- 
cerned. In measures of security of this 
kind the principle of the security of States 
without exception could not arouse any 


doubt or hesitation.”’

DEATH OF ADMIRAL 
TOGO. 


JAPANESE NAVAL CHIEF. 


Admiral Marquess Heihachiro Togo, 
Japan's leading naval figure, who de- 


stroved the Russian Fleet in Port Arthur 
in 1905, died this morning (says a Reuter 
message from Tokyo). noe 
He was born the son of a Sumarai in 
1847. While only fifteen years of age he 
was under fire when a British fleet bom- 
barded the City of Kagoshima, the head- 
quarters of the Prince of Satsuma, in 
whose service he was.

Promoted Rear-Admiral in 1898, he was 
raised to Vice-Admiral shortly after the 
outbreak of the war with Russia six vears 
later. Then it was that. as Commander- 
in-Chief of the combined Fleet, he put into 
practice the lessons he had mastered so 
well from his former British teachers, and 
made a name for himself. 

Promoted Admiral while the war was 
still in progress, he was, on its conclusion, 
the recipient of the highest awards and 
honours, both from his own grateful 
country and from others. 

His foreign decorations included the 
highly-prized British Order of Merit, 
which Prince Arthur of Connaught pre- 
sented on the occasion of the Garter 
mission to Japan in 1906. His last visit 
to England was in 1911, when he attended

In a leading article to-day The Times 
ebserves:—On June Ist, 1952—two years 
ago. almost to a day—the present House of 
Commons declined to provide from national 
funds: for the demolition of the existing 
Waterloo Bridge and for the erection ot 
a new and larger bridge in its stead. It 
declined for reasons which were apparent 
in the debate. It saw no cause why 
double—and, according to some estimates, 
treble—the sum required to re-condition 
the bridge should, be spent upon a new 
bridge, with nothing better to show for 
the expenditure than a piling-up of traffic 
in the congested Strand. It took the line 
of economy—in the right and best sense 
of efficient expenditure—and, in taking it, 
is also complied with the virtually 
unanimous opinion of traffic experts who 
have considered the subject. To-night the 
House is to be asked to reverse its deci- 
sion. No new argument has been, will be, 
or can be adduced why it should: do so. 
The improved condition of the public 
finances is no reason for choking the main 
thoroughfare to the City with unwanted 
vehicles. 

Nothing essential in this discussion has 
changed since 1932. Nothing, truly, has 
changed since 1923. In that year there 
were signs of settlement in the bridge; 
there was no weakness or decay in the 
structure. The scour of the river had 
simply lowered the bed, and deepct 
foundations were needed for certain of 
the piers. The straightforward course 
then, as now, was to re-condition the 
bridge, and the Council—the London 
County Council itself—formally resglved 
in the following April to reconstruct and 
widen the bridge, while preserving its 
character and identity. If the Council 
had but stuck to that simple resolution, 
years would have been saved and a large 
sum of money with them.

The 
cash offer is withdrawable on thirty days’ 
notice, as in the case of the scrip. The 
Funding Bonds take the place of the 
scrip and carry the Reich Government's 
guarantee.

ARDINAL MACRORY referred to the 
letting of the Ulster Hall, Belfast, to 
the Catholic Truth Socicty for a missionary 
exhibition, and the subsequent protest 
meeting, to-day when he visited Aughna- 
cloy and confirmed over 100 children. 
Addressing. the children after the 
ceremony, the Cardinal advised them that 
they might be called upon to suffer losses, 
and be deprived of public appointments, 
especially in the Six Counties, because of 
their religion, and said that bigotry was 
still lurking round. A glaring case of it 
occurred a few days ago in Belfast, when 
a big meeting was called hy Orangemen 
to protest against the letting of the Ulster 
Hall for the Catholic Truth Society Con- 
ference. A more extraordinary case of 
what he might call blind ignorance could 
not be found. The Ulster Hall belonged 
to the citizens of Belfast—Catholics as 
well as Protestants. The building where 
the meeting was held accommodated four 
or five thousand Orangemen, and there 
were many more outside who could not get 
in. The worst of it all was that the hall 
was wanted for a missionarv exhibition, 
and one would have thought that it would 
have commanded the support of ail men, 
Orangemen or anyone else, who, if they 
did not help it, would at least take care 
to do nothing to hinder it. Yet that big 
meeting of Orangemen, led by a man 
professing to be a minister of Christ, 


and a rev. somebody, simply through 
bigotry and hatred of the Church, 


purpose. 

As long as things like that were possible 
they must be prepared to suffer for their 
religion. 


BELFAST PRESBYTERY. 


The Belfast Presbytery of the Presby- 
terian Church has dissociated itself from 
the recent Belfast protest meeting.

“The Estates Committee admit that the 
Armagh True Blues had asked for the hall 
in February, and that the Catholic Truth 
Society did not approach them till more 
than a month later. Do they now wish 
us to applaud their action in preferring 
the claims of the late-comer because they 
offered £60 more for an extended and ex- 
clusive use of the hall to the exclusion 
of an _ honourable company, who had 
occupied the hall at that period for more 
than forty years. Such regard for the 
welfare of the ratepayers is beyond words 
Will this £60 alter the rates by one 
farthing?

N EW legislation codifying and “ modern-

First there was Mr. Norton’s party 
colleague, Mr. Corish, who gave added 
weight to his leader’s generalisations by 
mentioning a specific case of bad condi- 
tions prevailing at Wexford. “ Industry 
of that kind is no good at all,” was his 
comment. ‘‘One would prefer to see the 


at any rate, might get a decent wage.’’ 

Mr. Minch, who is an industrialist and 
a United Ireland deputy for the same 
constituency as Mr. Norton, denounced 
Mr. Norton’s speech as hypocrisy, and 
complained angrily because he had not 
specified the concerns responsible or the 
conditions to which he referred.

NEW FACTORIES BILL. 


So far as the new factories bill is con- 
cerned, he hinted at its lines by indicating 
that he did not approve of any factory the 
main floor of which was below ground 
level or which was carried on in a dwell- 
ing-house, while he held that there should 
be rigid conditions relating to ventilation, 
heating, cleanliness, and safety. As for 
the bill to control working hours, he 
xointed out that at present there is no 
loslatation in this country to. regulate 
men’s hours, while women may work up 
to sixty hours a week. 

“ We are going to take power,” he said, 
“of regulating whether young women and 
children should be employed in particular 
industries,’’ and he added that there was 
a possibility of legislation to raise tho 
school-leaving age. It was clear, how- 
ever, that no decision has been 
made on the latter question, which is 
now being considered by a Commission. 
He was definitely of opinion that undue 
employment of young people was de 
trimental to.the national interest, “ and,’’ 
he said, “‘ it will have to be stopped.”’ 

Another interesting feature of the 
Minister’s speech was his reference to 
foreign trade agreements. The Govern- 
ment, he said, had no objection to entering 
into trade relations with any country, and 
they had, in fact, been conducting discus- 
sions with practically every country from 
which goods were imported. '“ We have 
also been approached,”’ he remarked, “‘ by 
other countries which are looking for 
something for nothing.” Not much was 
exported by the Free State to Germany, 
he confessed, but it had been decided to 
continue the existing treaty with that 
country. 


EXPORT AGREEMENTS. 


In reply to Mr. MacDermot, he declared 
heartily that the Free State had favourable 
balances with certain countries, but 
admitted that Switzerland was the only 
one in Europe. ‘Our policy,” he ex- 
plained, ‘‘is not so much to secure a 
mathematical balance as to get into any 
market where the level of prices or the 
demand appears to offer an opening. We 
have made arrangements for sending agri- 
cultural produce to Belgium, France, 
Germany, Spain, and other countries,’’ 

Having. thus shown his capacity for 

making virtues out of necessities, Mr. 
Lemass went on to answer a speech in 
which Mr. Rice had stressed the collapse 
of the Free State’s external trade by declar- 
ing that “ the total balance of external 
trade has no significance whatever in rela- 
tion to national prosperity.”’ 
In his review of the industrial situation 
at home, the Minister was critical of the 
progress made in several industries. He 
complained of the lack of enterprise shown 
by those in control of slate quarries, and 
was disappointed at the rate of advance in 
regard to cement. As for prices of build- 
ing materials, he was not satisfied that 
they could not be reduced, The industrial 
alcohol scheme, he definitely assured the 
House, was not regarded by the Govern. 
ment as being the starting of an industry, 
but as an experiment; but, said he, still 
speaking with the restraint—so unusual in 
his speeches, but ever-present in this— 
“we think it will probably be success. 
ful.”’

From Our REpoRTER. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


From early in the morning crowds had 
been gathering at vantage points on the 
Duke’s route, and almost every window 
was occupied by spectators. As the cars 
swung to a standstill before the main 
entrance to the building at Balmoral the 
crowd ceased their cheering while the 
National Anthem was played by the band 
of the 1st Battalion of the Border Kegi- 
ment. 

Immediately afterwards the President of 
the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society, Mr. 
J. Milne Barbour, who is also the Minister 
of Commerce in Northern Ireland, pre- 
sented the members of the Reception Cc™- 
mittee to the. Duke, before asking him to 
declare the building open. 

Mr. Barbour said that the Society “as 
now in its eightieth year, and had a 
membership of over 4,000, while the 
attendance at its Show last year, 105,607, 
was the greatest at any agricultural show 
in the United Kingdom. He pointed out 
that in Northern Ireland the most im- 
portant industry was agriculture, and this 
was principally carried on in farms averag- 
ing about 22 acres. It was to help those 
Ulstermen that the Society carried on its 
work. 

Mr. Barbour also pointed out that the 
Society is now developing displays of the 
products of the industrial firms in the pro- 
vince, and it is principally for the proy -r 
exhibition of these commodities that the 
King’s Hall has been built. 


THE KING’S HALL. 


Pressing down the electric switch on the 
table before him, the Duke of Gloucester 
turned on the great neon light across the 
front of the building, remarking as he did 
so: “I have great pleasure in declaring 
this hall open, and calling it the King’s 
Hall.” He then left the steps, and walk- 
ing to the lawn looked up at the building, 
where the red letters, ‘‘ The King’s Hall, 
Roval Ulster Society,” glowed brighthy 
against the yellowish concrete of the 
facade. 

Escorted by the Reception Committee, 
he afterwards entered the premises of the 
Society, and took lunch with the members. 
During the meal a band of the Border Reg1- 
ment played a selection of music, including 
a new march composed by its bandmaster, 
Mr. O. W. Geary, A.R.O.M., in honour of 
the occasion—‘‘ The King’s Hall.”’ 

Proposing the toast of their Royal guest, 
Mr. J. Milne Barbour said that a toast to 
the health of any member of the Royal 
Family was always received in Ulster with 
the greatest enthusiasm, but it was rarely 
that they had, as on the present occasion, 
the inspiring influence of the presence of a 
member of that Family. 

““ We are proud, as we are happy,’’ he 
continued, “‘ to welcome among us to-day 
a son of His Majesty the King, and we hope 
that Your Royal Highness, from the 
warmth*of your welcome and the enthu- 
siasm which your visit has aroused, will 
be able to carry away with you some con- 
ception of the affection and loyalty which 
our people feel for the Throne. 

“ Loyalty in Ulster is a great tradition, 
but it is something more than a tradition— 
it is an instinctive part of our national out- 
look. It rests upon a twofold basis— 
loyalty to His Majesty as the living symbol 
of our great British Empire, in which we 
believe, for which we stand, and from which 
we will never be parted, and affectionate 
loyalty to His Majesty in person as a 
beloved Sovereign, who has ever spent him- 
self in the service of his people. 


LOYALTY CEMENTED. 


“ This twofold loyalty the King has 
cemented in years past by visits to his 
peoples all over ‘the world, and more 
recently his sons have gone as his ambas- 
sadors. Right worthily have they stepped 
into his place. 

“ Embodying, as it were, the symbol of 
imperial unity, the Prince of Wales has 
travelled far and wide throughout the 
Empire ; so, too, the Duke of York, accom- 
panied by the Duchess, of whose gracious 
presence a fragrant memory lingers yet 
with us here in Ulster. Prince George has 
just returned from an exacting tour in 
South Africa, and now our honoured guest 
to-day—the Duke of Gloucester—is about 
to set out on a ~imilar mission to Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. With all our 
hearts we wish him God-speed.”’ 

In conclusion, Mr. Barbour remarked :— 
‘Good Irishmen though we may be, we 
hold ourselves none the less good Britons, 
so that the Earl of Ulster comes to-day 
not as a stranger, but as one of ourselves, 
and as such we greet him here.’’ 

On behalf of the Society a portfolio of 
water colours of Northern Ireland beauty 
spots, painted by a Belfast artist, Mr. J. 
W. Carey, was then presented to the Duke. 


THE DUKE’S SPEECH, 


When the cheering and applause which 
greeted the toast had subsided, His Royal 
Highness, rising to reply, first expressed 
the pleasure with which he accepted the 
invitation of His Grace the Governor to 
visit Ulster, and open the building which, 
by permission of his father, had been 
named ' The King’s Hall.” 

‘* There has recently been a very general 
desire to erect buildings which are worthy 
of the organisations which they contain,” 
he said, “and this is, after all, only right, 
for a public body meanly housed may be 
meanly esteemed. 

“ The Royal Ulster Agricultural Society 
have here paid a fitting tribute to the 
importance. of their work, and I shall tell 
the King that the addition to these 
premises is in every way an appropriate 
structure to be named after His Majesty. 

“ I must congratulate the architect, Mr. 
Leitch, and the contractors, on the happy 
result of their endeavours, nor must | 
forget the workmen, whose zeal has re- 
sulted in the building being ready for the 
show to-day.

‘It is hard to talk about agriculture 
without using the word depression, which 
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‘VALUE OF UNITY WITH ENGLAND. 


I hate, and always avoid if possible, for 
the more we talk of depression the more 
depressed we become. It has been a word 
hard to avoid for a few years, I regret to 
say,*but we are now eagerly anticipating 
a great revival in agriculture and in- 
dustry. 

‘The two are inter-dependent, and I 
am looking forward to seein; this after- 
noon the display organised by the Ulster 
Industries Development Association, and 
subsequently to visiting one or two of your 
great industrial concerns, 


BASIS OF CIVILISATION, 


‘Agriculture is the basis of civilisa- 
tion, and women were, I odelieve, the 
earliest agriculturists! In .many places 
they are still the only agriculturists, for 
some of the natives of Africa sit and do 
nothing all day in their uts while their 
wives (who have been bought. with sheep 
and cows) till the soil and grow enough 
‘mealies’ to keep their lord and master 
really fat. This is a very simple form 
of agriculture, but even they have their 
trials and tribulations, such as a swarm 
of locusts, and they do not always have 
an agricultural society to turn to for 
help and advice and encouragement. 

“I sometimes wonder if the average 
farmer quite appreciates what such 
societies have Jone in the past and are 
striving to do in the future, especially at 
a time (which had a parallel in the last 
century) when industrial profit is more 
often achieved by special branches of farm- 
ing and by side-shows rather than by stock 
and the rotation of crops. , 

‘The interests of the Royal Ulster 
Agricultural Society are wide and varied. 
I; has steadily expanded, and has attained 
a position of which it may well be proud, 
and I trust that the opening of this hall 
to-day will mark the beginning of great 
prosperity for Ulster farmers. 

““On this and on a previous unofficial 
visit 1 have seen enough of the country- 
side to appreciate fully the beauty and 
charm of this part of the United Kingdom, 
and I can commend it to the -touring 
public, who, even if at times they do not 
add to the amenities of a rural scene, at 
any rate bring trade and prosperity ‘in 
their wake ”’ | 

Thanking the President of the Society 
for the manner in which he had been 
received, the Duke once again expressed 
his pride in the title Earl of Ulster, and 
promised that, as such, he would take a 
real and continual interest in the agri- 
culture of Ulster and in the industries 
which are centred in the city of Belfast. 


MINISTER FOR 
AGRICULTURE. 


‘Agriculture in Northern Ireland and 
the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society ” 
was proposed by the British Minister for- 
Agriculture, Mr. Walter Elliot, M.C., 
M.P., who commented on the close rela- 
tion of the cities of Belfast, Glasgow and 
Liverpool, and said that, if the cities 
were related, the countryside was even 
more closely related. 

‘To-day, for the first time in nearly 
one hundred years,” he went on, ‘the 
people in the cities were beginning to 
realise that, if the countryside did not 
prosper, there could be no prosperity for 
anyone, This realisation would un- 
doubtedly help to bring about the revival 
of agriculture.’’ 

He joked about cattle-running along the 
border, and also commented on bounties, 
saying that the people in the United 
Kingdom could almost live on the bonuses 
of other countries; but that was not their 
desire. They did not want to abandon the 
fields 

‘It is,” said Mr. Elliot, “ the keen- 
ness of the rank-and-file that has made 
the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society a 
success and enabled it to draw an attend- 
ance larger than that of the Highland 
Society of Scotland and the Royal Society 
of England put together. 

“ Every country is feeling the pinch as 
far as agriculture is concerned, and it is 
only by co-operation that the industry can 
be saved. In Great Britain .the capital 
invested in agriculture is more than the 
total of British capital invested overseas, 
and it employs more than a million people 
whose output is greater than that of any 
country except Canada. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE 
FARMER. 


“ Fifteen per cent. of the population of 
Ulster,’ continued the speaker, ‘‘ are 
engaged in agriculture. This total is more 
than in New Zealand, Australia of 
Canada. Your small farmers are an im- 
portant factor in the population, which 
no Government can afford to neglect and 
which no Government, will neglect.’’ 

Mr. Elliot also remarked on the unity 
between Great Britain and Ulster, and 
added: ‘‘ Our resources are your resources, 
and our markets are your markets. Your 
unity with Great Britain in the past has 
been as valuable as it will be in the 
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fixttre, and we in Great Britain regard 
you as close kinsmen.’’ 

In reply to the toast, the Northern Ire- 
land Minister of Agriculture (Sir Basil 
Brooke) referred to Mr. Elliot as one of 
the greatest personalities of the present 
day, and who, it had been rumoured, 


would shortly be raised to a higher post |. 


in ‘the Government. He hoped that for 
the sake of agriculture that promotion 
would be long delaved. 

“ Mr. Elliot,’’ said the Minister, ** has 
been able to see that the agriculturists. of 
this country have come through the 
depression well, and are determined to 
take full advantage of the various schemes 
which have been propounded for them. 
Personally, I think that we have come 
through the depression better than any 
other country in the world. These shows 
are one of our greatest assets, particularly 
from an educational point of view; for the 
farmer coming up to them has a chance to 
see what. the best cattle should look like.”

“The 
office of President is filled for the second 
time by the Right Hon. J. Milne Barbour, 
D.L., M.P., whose efforts on“behalf of agri- 
culture in the six counties are well known 
and much appreciated, 


FUTURE OF AGRICULTURE. 


Mr. Milne Barbour, by the way, is hopeful 
about the future of agriculture. The pigs 
and bacon marketing schemes having in- 
spired the farmers of Northern Ireland with 
fresh hope, it is now possible, he says, to 
envisage the day when the farmer can plan 
his production for the year, knowing the 
return he may expect through guaranteed 
prices not only for live-stock, but for farm 
and dairy produce, as well as poultry. When 
that. day comes the producer will obtain a 
fair return, and the consumer will only have 
to pay a fair price, and nothing more. 


PROPOSED AUTUMN SHOW. 


So keenly does the Royal Ulster Agricul- 
tural Society appreciate the improvement in 
the position that it is. proposed to hold an 
autumn show of flowers, fruit, produce, poul- 
try and dogs. 


YOUNG FARMERS’ CLUB. 


Established in 1929, the Young Farmers’ 
Club movement has made considerable strides. 
In these clubs, cach member under 25 years 
of aga is expected to keep calves, pies, 
poultry, etc., or may specialise in fruit, 
vegetables or farm crops, The stock may be 
supphed by the members themselves, by their 
parents. or by loans, which must be repaid 
at onee when the stock or produce .is sold. 
Club members gain experience of business 
methods, farm: bookkeeping and public speak- 
ing, and are encouraged to keep in touch with 
the latest developments by reading the agri- 
cultural Press. 

After a six months’ experimental campaign, 
which showed that the movement was accept- 
able, the Education Committee of the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union in 1930 undertook the entire 
responsibility for consolidation and extension 
of the movement in Northern Ireland. with 
the aid of a grant from the Carnegie United 
Kingdom Trustees. Now there are 41 
branches in the six counties with a total mem- 
bership of over 2,000. 

So far as six county agriculture is con- 
cerned, the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society's 
Show provides a very adequate “shop 
window ” for displaying the best that can be 
produced in that part of the vountry in the 
way of live-stock, poultry and dairy produce. 
For some years past special provision has 
been made for the exhibition of what are de- 
scribed as Ulster industries, under the aus- 
pices of the Ulster Industries Development 
Association. Thatassociation has co-operated 
with the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society 
in making the exhibition in the King’s Hall a 
great success, 


A STRIKING EDUCATIONAL 
EXHIBIT. 


A comprehensive idea of the activitics of 
the Northern Ministry of Agriculture is pro- 
vided by their educational exhibit. Live 
stock continues to provide the principal 
source of revenue to Northern Ireland farmers, 
and amongst live stock, pigs ocenpy a pro- 
minent position. Several lots of pigs are 
shown with a view to demonstrating the 
effect of different foodstuffs. In this exhibit. 
the. Large White York and Large White 
Ulster breeds are also compared. Consider- 
able attention is devoted to veterinary research 
and the diseases of animals. In the poultry 
section ways and means whereby costs of 
production may be lowered and efficiency 
increased are demonstrated. Ther: are also 
sections dealing fully with crops and stock 
foods, dairying, horticulture, forestry and 
agricultural schools.

' Dail yesterday whether his attention 
had been drawn to the statement made before 
the Naas District Court on 25rd May by a 
chief superintendent of the Garda Siochana 
to the effect that police orders were that if 
arms were produced by the police they were 
to use them, and use them with deadly effect ; 
and if he would state if the orders referred 
to were in the nature of general orders to the 
police in the whole of the Free State, or 
whether they referred only to the police on 
duty in Naas on the 13th April; what the 
terms of the order were; by whom and under 
what statutory authority the 
to whom were they issued and what purpose 
they were intended to serve; and if he would 
state how many Gardai were on duty at 
Naas on 13th April, and the total number 
and the nature of the arms and the total 
amount of ammunition in their possession. 

The MINISTER (Mr. Ruttledge) replying, 
said that no instructions or orders as to the 
use of firearms were issued on the occasion 
in question. The statement made by the 
Chief Superintendent was apparently based 
on his interpretation of a memorandum on 
the use of droatme by police officers issued 
by General O’ Duffy in November, 1932, when 
he was Commissioner of the Garda Siocchana, 
No useful purpose could be served by the 
ziving of the information asked for in the 
inst part of the question. 

Mr. MINCH (U.J., Kildare) asked whether 
in regard to this dirty business would the 
Minister consider his appeal for an inquiry 
into the whole affair. 

Mr. MULCAHY asked the Minister was he 
aware that in a reputable | gad the Chief 
Superintendent was reported to have used

AIKEN, Minister íor Defence, 
M moved the second reading of the 
Defence Forces (Temporary Pro- 
visions) (No 2) Bill, 1934, in the Dail yester- 
day. 
Mr. MULCAHY (U.I., North Dublin) 


referred to the fact that, since the beginning 
of this year, sixty-one men of long service 
and il charaeter had been discharged froin 
the Army reserve on the plea that they 
were no longer required. There was no 
doubt that, from the ordinary point of view 
of the Army, the “best soldiering material 
the Minister could have would be from such 
men as these, as only a small ‘percentage of 
the new Volunteer force had the same long 


put these men out of the Army for political 
reasons. He took it that the Minister 
received suggestions from local Fianna Fai! 
clubs that these. reservists were not of the 
same political complexion,. and on these 
grounds he suggested that the Minister put 
them out of the Army. The Minister had 
endeavcured , to suggest that the Army 
authorities reviewed the cases of these men. 
He (Deputy Mulcahy) did not believe a single 
word of that, nor did anybody in the country. 
He suggested that the initiative came from 
the Mimister and not from the Army author 
ties. Of the sixty-one men discharged, ten 
were from Westmeath, eleven from Tipperary 
and eighteen from Cork, so that concentra 
tion. in regard to these dismissals was in 
three counties. 

They had been told by the Minister that 
the new force was entirely non-political, but 
the officers of the force were all of one 
politieal outlock. and that did not give the 
new forve a chance, but exposed it to the 
charge of being a political force. 

He would also like to hear from the 
Minister what the position was with regard 
to confining commissions in the regular Army 
to members of the Volunteer force, and with 
— to cadetships. 

e also asked for some information about 
the Minister’s promised pensions scheme for 
officers and men jin the Army. 


THE PENSIONS SCHEME. 

The MINISTER (Mr. Aiken) said that he 
hoped to have introdu-ed in a few weeks in 
that House a scheme : pensions for officers, 
non-commissioned officers and men of the 
Army. 

As to the dismissal of reservists, he said 
that 61 had been dismissed out of a total of 
8,000, As far as he personally was concerned 
he did not care what politics a soldier had, 
whether a regular, reservist or volunteer, so 
long as he obeyed the regulations and carried 
out his duty in accordance with his oath. 
In regard to the dismissals, and the sug- 
gestion that he was endeavouring to throw 
the responsibility on the shoulders of the 
military authorities, he clearly pointed out 
that he was responsible as inister for 
Defence for ranning the Army, and took full 
responsibility for the dismissals. In August 
last year it became necessary for him to issue 
regulations forbidding faith of the Army 
Reserve from being members of the Army 
Comrades Assocation, National Guard or any 
military of semi-military organisation not 
lawfully maintained by. the State, or of any 
secret society. If it came to his knowledge 
that any reservist or member of the Volunteer 
Force broke that regulation he would have 
him in the Army as short as_ possible. 
Reservists might have whatever politica! 
opinions they wished, and so long as they 
were good soldiers they would be retained in 
the service. He did not believe that the 
8.000 men remaining on in the service were 
all followers of Fianna Fail. He did believe. 
however. that they were prepared to obey 
regulations issued, and to serve in the 
manner set out in the oath they took. 

As to the question of separate uniform he 
thought it only right that volunteers should 
have a distinctive uniform. That was the 
practice in every country in the world, and 
if it could be afforded here he would favou: 
a distinctive uniform for every corps in the 
Service. 


ARMY COMMISSIONS. 
_ In regard to the question of commissions, 
it was intended to confine commissions in 
the regular Army to Volunteers. He wanted 
to mé as officers for the Army men who 
would interest themselves in military life, 
and he thought the best proof of that was 
in the young men who came forward to give 
their services voluntarily. They would hold 
examinations for officers among Volunteers, 
when they would select the men most suit- 
able from the educational and military point 
of view.

LATE*HATCHED  GHIGKENS. 
—— on this subject inthe Weekly Jrish 
Times, the Poultry Gorrespondent says :— 
After A os Soe spell of cold, the weather is 
again .beceming mild, and. from now on 
it is. to be hoped that: there “will be an 
improvement,.and that cold winds “will 
not. beso prevalent. “Tims shall: al] be in 
favour ef lateshatched chickens; but im 
other ways these will: require extra care 
at this time. dt is an understood thing 
that ,the...one profitable “use for late- 
hatehed. birds is when they are reared 
with a view to using: them for the table. 
'Publlets hatched after May are not, as a 
rule, any,..use. for winter egg. production, 
and, therefore, if: kept in any -quantity 
would very much decrease the profits 
from the poultry run. ‘Sometimes early 
clutches of .chickens may he found to be 
rather ,.deficient, in ; púlleta; as’ various 
causes may have, depleted the numbers. 
Nowadays, with. all the intensive hatch- 
ing and rearing, whole flocks of birds are 
sometimes lost. This would make it 
necessary to bring out some.late clutches, 
_ and these should be. the \quick-growing 
and early, malvring kinds,.auch.as Leg- 
horns, .. and. Minorcas.‘ Then, 
among the sitiing breeds, there are 
always procurable sspecial stfains bred 
from egg production, and these also 
mature very guickly, and should lay in 
about six months, A better way, per- 
haps, for the breeder who does not: re- 
quire a. tremendous number of chickens 
is to buy .day.old. chicks. and put, them 
under some good broody hens. Thése 
should be kept sitting on’ delph eggs for 
about, a week before the day-old chicks 
are put under them. ‘They then usually 
take well to the birds.
